Sources of E-nglish hustory of the seventeenth century, 1603-1689, in the 
University of Minnesota library. With a selection of secondary 
works. Compiled by James Thayer Gerould. [Research publications 
of the University of Minnesota. Bibliographical series, number 1] 
(Minneapolis: University of Minnesota, 1921. 565 p. $4.00) 

In reviewing another research publication of the University of Minne- 
sota, the London Spectator a few months ago remarked that "historians 
are coming to regard it [Minneapolis] as the center of historical studies 
of the Stuart period, v One reason for this fame is to be found in the 
notable collection of books, pamphlets, and newspapers here catalogued 
and largely collected by the university's former librarian, Mr. J. T. 
Gerould — a collection which was undertaken, so Mr. Gerould tells us, at 
the instance of Mr. "Wallace Notestein, then a member of the University 
of Minnesota faculty, and which has been so well utilized by Messrs. 
Notestein and Relf in their Commons debates for 1629 critically edited. 

Tlie value of the collection to the student is made infinitely greater 
by this careful catalogue, which fills 565 pages and includes nearly 
5.000 items, about four-fifths being sources. In addition to the listing 
of items under such headings as calendars, collections of tracts, collected 
works, parliamentary debates, and newspapers, the sources are further 
classified under the heading "General, 1603-1689," under seven lesser 
chronological subdivisions, and, finally, under the heading "Works 
published in or related to the events of each year of the period." In 
part the value of the bibliography will be found to lie in the ' ' unlocking 
for other libraries," as Mr. Gerould calls it, of the contents of such 
reprint collections as the Somers tracts, Harleian miscellany, and the 
publications of a score or so of learned societies, by this separate cata- 
loguing of their material. In addition to printed works, there are listed 
a few original manuscripts and quite a number of photographic copies 
of manuscripts from British archives, mostly dealing with proceedings 
in parliament in the troubled reign of Charles I. Brief bibliographical 
notes are appended wherever necessary. There is a comprehensive index 
of authors, persons mentioned in the titles, and titles of anonymous and 
pseudonymous works. 

Tlie cataloguing, annotation, and proof reading have been very care- 
fully done. There are a few variations of typographical style whicli are 
of no importance; about the only mistake, however, the reviewer has 
noted is the inclusion under the year 1630 of Sir Thomas Smith's De 
republica anglonim lihri tres, with no indication that this is merely a 
continental translation of his Commonwealth of England, first published 
in 1583 — a work which finds no place in this collection in the English 
original.
